AND WHEREAS the person holding the office of 
Solicitor General is included in the provisions of Section 
3 of Chapter 4 of the Consolidated Statutes (Third 
Series) ; 


AND WHEREAS it is proposed to revive the office of 
Solicitor General ; 


1. Section 3 of Chapter 4 of the Consolidated Statutes 
(Third Series), as amended by Section 1 of the Act 18 
George V., Chapter 8, is hereby further amended by add- 
ing after the words ‘‘Minister of Justice and Attorney 
General’’ in the proviso added by the said Act 18 George 
V., Chapter 8 the words ‘‘Solicitor General.’’

1. His Excellency Sir John Middleton, K.B.E., C.M.G.,Authorization 
Governor of the Island of Newfoundland and its Devenaye eas 
encies, is hereby authorized to execute and deliver that , 
eertain agreement forming the Schedule hereto between 
His Exeelleney Sir John Middleton, K.B.E., C.M.G., Gov- 
ernor of the Island of Newfoundland and its Dependencies 
(in said Agreement called ‘‘The Government’’) and 
American Telephone and Telegraph Company of New 
York in the State of New York in the United States of 
America, a Company incorporated and existing under the 
laws of the State of New York (in said Agreement called 
‘*The Company’’), and when so executed and delivered 
said Agreement and all and singular the several clauses 
and provisions thereof shall be valid and binding upon the 
parties thereto and each of them respectively, and all and 
singular the several matters and things therein provided 
to be done or performed by or on behalf of the parties 
respectively are hereby declared to be proper and lawful, 
and the parties shall have full power and authority to do 
and perform all and singular the several acts, matters and

done in the manner and under the conditions stipulated 
by said Agreement. 


2. Notwithstanding. anything contained in the Acts 
relating to Crown Lands, it shall be lawful for the Gov- 
ernor in Couneil to grant to the Company the right to 
enter upon unimproved Crown Lands for the purposes 
and subject to the provisions and conditions set forth in 
Clause 7 of said Agreement. 


3. All apparatus, tools and equipment which are 
necessary for the original installation of the Company’s 
eables and land system and which are not manufactured 
in Newfoundland and there available in quality and quan- 
tity necessary for the Company’s purposes, and all spare 
cable and vacuum tubes necessary for the repair and main- 
tenance of the Company’s cables and land system shall be 
admitted into Newfoundland free of duty.

part AND American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany of New York in the State of New York and United 
States of America, a body corporate ineorporated and 
existing under the laws of the State of New York, (here- 
inafter referred to as ‘‘The Company’’) of the second part 
WITNESSETH: 


1929 American Telephone and Telegraph Act Cap. 3 


WHEREAS the Government desires that depend- 
able telephone service be established between Newfound- 
land and the United States and Canada and between New- 
foundland and Great Britain and Continental Europe; and 


WHEREAS the Company is engaged in the business 
of furnishing long distance telephone service by means of 
its Own wire system and the systems of other Companies 
connecting therewith generally throughout the United 
States, Canada, Mexico and Cuba, and also owns and 
operates wireless facilities for transmitting and receiving 
telephone messages to and from Great Britain and Con- 
tinental Europe and is conducting experiments, with a 
view to constructing and operating a trans-oceanic tele- 
phone cable to provide additional facilities for telephone 
service between points in North America and points in 
Great Britain and Continental Europe. 


1. The Government hereby grants to the Company 
the right to land any of its telephone cables at New- 
foundland on terms and conditions as favourable to the 
Company as those under which any other cables, present 
or future, are granted landing rights and privileges by the 
Government of Newfoundland (save and except any 
special privileges now enjoyed by the Anglo-American 
Telegraph Company inclusive of the right of the said 
Anglo-American Telegraph Company to compete with the 
Government telegraph systems) and will authorize the 
Company to conneet its system with the telephone system 
in Newfoundland for the purpose of transmitting tele- 
phone messages to and from points in Newfoundland. The 
telephone cables to be landed at Newfoundland hereunder 
may be used for telegraph purposes to any extent which 
will not interfere with the Company’s telephone service. 


2. In this Agreement the word ‘‘ Newfoundland”’ shall 
be held to mean and include the Is!and of Newfoundland 


and its Dependencies. 


~l 
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3. Under and in acvordance with the provisions of 
Section 2 of the Act V. Edward VII., Cap. 7, the Company 
agrees to pay to His Majesty the King, his heirs and succes- 
sors for the public use of the Colony, on the 380th day of 
June in each year, a sum of $4,000 in respect of every tele- 
phone cable between Newfoundland and any place outside 
of Newfoudland for the time being belonging to or worked 
by or on behalf of the Company which shall be landed on, 
extended to or established in Newfoundland, provided that 
the Company shall not be charged upon more than five 
cables. 


4. Every through cable between any part of Europe 
and any part of America other than Newfoundland be- 
longing to or worked by or on behalf of the Company 
which may be landed on, extended to or established in 
Newfoundland by the Company shall be deemed to be two 
complete, distinct and separate cables for the purposes of 
the preteding section, and the yearly sum of $4,000 pro- 
vided by the said section shall be payable by the Company 
in respect of each of said cables: that is to say, there 
will be a yearly payment of $8,000 due by the Company 
in respect of every such through cable. 


d. Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained, 
this Agreement shall be subject to the provisions of the 
Act V. Edward VII., Cap. 7 and to any Acts which may 
Fe passed in amendment thereof. 


6. The Government will grant to the Company, free 
of charge, out of any unimproved Crown Lands which 
may be available, sites for the erection of the Company’s 
station-houses and cable-houses; provided that the eggre- 
gate of such grants shall not exceed a maximum of fifty 
acres. 


7. The Government hereby grants to the Company, 
through unimproved Crown Lands and upon and along 
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and under the publie roads and highways (save and except 
in the City of St. John’s) and across and under publie 
waters, on routes to be approved by the Government, the 
right to construct, maintain and operate poles, wires, 
eables and such other structures and equipment as may be 
necessary for the conduct of the Company’s through tele- 
phone and telegraph business and the telephone business 
from and to Newfoundland herein provided for. 


8. All apparatus, tools and equipment which are 
necessary for the original installation of the Company’s 
cables and land system and which are not manufactured 
in Newfoundland and there available in quality and quan- 
tity necessary for the Company’s purposes, and all spare 
cable and vacuum tubes necessary for the repair and main- 
tenance of the Company’s cables and land system shall be 
admitted into Newfoundland free of duty. 


9. The Company, its Officers and Servants, shall have 
the right to enter upon any Crown Lands or upon the 
lands of any person or Corporation, and to break up, dig, 
and open so much and so many of the public streets or 
thoroughfares (save and except in the city of St. John’s) 
or private property or other places as shall be necessary 
for the purpose of laying and reparing its cable or cables 
and of constructing and repairing its overhead or under- 
eround line or lines herein authorized. Before proceeding 
to break up, dig, or open any street or thoroughfare or 
private property, the Company shall submit its plans for 
any work it proposes to do under this clause to the Gov- 
ernor-in-Council for his approval, and the approval of the 
Governor-in-Couneil shall be a condition precedent to the 
commencement of such work. The Company shall in all 
cases at its own expense restore to its former condition 
the surface of any street or thoroughfare affected by the 
Company's operations. 


10. For the purpose of ascertaining the damage that

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may be occasioned to any person or Corporation whose 
interest in any lands or tenements may be in any way 
affected under the provisions of the preceding section, the 
)Jwner and the Company shall each appoint one person, and 
the two persons so appointed shall appoint a third, which 
three persons or any two of them shall determine the 
amount of compensation, if any, to be paid in respect of 
the damage so oceasioned. The provisions entitled 
‘‘Arbitration’’ of Part 6 of the Judicature Act, 1904, as 
amended, shall apply to any arbitration held under this 
Agreement, 


11. The rights and privilegs2s hereby granted to the 
Company are upon the express condition that when the 
Company constructs the section of its cable between New- 
Foundland and the mainland of North Ameriea, it will pro- 
vide facilities for transmitting telephone messages be- 
tween Newfoundland and the mainland, and will also 
provide, maintain and operate or cause to be operated at 
a point on the Company’s lines in Newfoundland to be 
approved by the Government suitable facilities for connec- 
tion between such lines and the Government telephone 
system or such other telephone system in Newfoundland 
as the Government may determine, to the end that 
telephone messages may be transmitted at reasonable rates 
between Newfoundland and points in the United States 
and Canada reached on the system of the Company and 
other Companies whose systems connect therewith, and 
also between Newfoundland and points in Great Britain 
and Europe. The Company shall extend to the Gov- 
ernment or such other telephone system the Company’s 
usual form of Agreement for the handling of messages 
and compensation therefor. The Company will become 
hable to furnish the aforementioned facilities only when 
and so long as the said Government telephone system or 
such other telephone system in Newfoundland as the 
Government may have determined as aforesaid shall have 
been extended to such point of connection and shall be 
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so maintained, equipped and operated as to provide sat- 
isfactory transmission for such messages in connection 
with the Company’s said system. 


12. The rights and privileges"hereby granted to the 
Company are upon the further condition that the Com- 
pany shall within two years from the date hereof com- 
mence construction of the facilities hereinbefore provided 
for establishing telephonic communication between New- 
foundland and the mainland of North America and shall 
complete and have the same ready for connection to and 
operation with the said telephone system designated by 
the Government within three years from the date hereof. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF His Excelleny the 
Governor in Council has caused the 
Great Seal of the Colony to be set hereto 
and has signed these presents, and the 
Company has caused these presents to be 
executed, and its Corporate Seal to be 
hereunto affixed by its Officers there- 
unto duly authorized.

VII., en- 
titled ‘‘ An Act respecting the People’s Electric Company, 
Limited,’’ the said Company was granted the right to 
the exclusive use of Fortune Brook and other waters in 
the said Act more particularly described together with 
other concessions for the purpose of the development of 
electric energy for the production of light, heat and power 
on all that peninsula of land between Burin and Grand 
Bank ; 


AND WHEREAS the said People’s Electric Company, 
Limited, has failed to proceed with the construction 
of works necessary for the installation of a plant for the 
veneration of electric energy within the time specified in 
the said Act; 


AND WHEREAS the said Act has therefore expired ; 
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AND WHEREAS certain residents of Grand Bank 
and other places on the said Peninsula have by their 
petition prayed for an Act granting to the United Towns 
Electric Company, Limited, the rights and privileges and 
concessions necessary for the establishment of an electric 
supply system on the Burin Peninsula ; 


AND WHEREAS the United Towns Electric Com- 
pany, Limited, is prepared to erect a plant or plants 
for production of lght, heat and power on all that 
Peninsula of land, between Marystown and Garnish pro- 
vided the said Company is granted the econeessions here- 
in contained ; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to grant the Prayer 
of the Petitioners ; 


JRE it Enacted by the Governor, the Legis:ative Council 


and House of Assembly, in Legislative Session con- 
vened, as follows :—

(3) If it shall be reported by the Government 
Engineer that the waters of the said Brook are 
or are likely to be insufficient for the purposes 
stated, it shall be lawful for the Governor-in- 
Council similarly to grant the use of the waters 
of Garnish Brook, Garnish, and of Main Brook, 
Marystown, or either of them, or part of either 
of them to such extent as may in the opinion of 
the Government Engineer be necessary to sup- 
plement the power of North East Brook afore- 
said, provided that any such grant in relation 
to Garnish Brook, Garnish, or Main Breok, 
Marystown, shall not be made after ten years 
from the passing of this Act. 


(4) The term of any grant for Garnish Brook, 
Garnish, or Main Brook, Marystown, shall ex- 
pire at the same date as the grant of the power 
of North East Brook at Lawn. 


2. The Company is hereby granted the exclusive 
right and franchise for a period of fifty years from the 
date of the passing of this Act on all that Peninsula of 
land between Marystown, not including Spanish Town, 
and Garnish, ineluding the coast lne between the said 
places, to supply and sell electric energy for lighting 
streets and buildings, and for heating and power purposes, 
together with such rights and privileges as may be neces- 
sary and usual for the efficient and convenient attain- 
ment of the objects in this Section set forth: Provided 
that nothing herein shall prevent the Owners or Operators 
of any mine, factory or other like industry from gener- 
ating electric power for any of their own purposes and 
not for sale to the public, nor shall it prevent the use of 
self-contained electric lighting plants for Church, School 
and domestic purposes, provided electricity is not sold 
from same to the public. 
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3. The Company shall have the right to open any Right to use 

blie street or higl fithin the limits of the said Steet Se. sor 
public street or highway within the limits of the saidcayies ana poles 
Peninsula for the purpose of laying and maintaining elee- 

purp ying s 

tric conduits and cables and for the purpose of inserting 
and maintaining and to insert and maintain poles for sup- 
porting wires conveying electrical power, provided any 
street or highway so opened shall be restored to its form- 
er condition to the satisfaction of the publie authority 
having control thereof, and in case of default such pubhe 
authority may restore such street or highway and recover 
the cost thereof from the Company as a debt by civil 
process. 


4. No electrical transmission wires carried on polesHeight of wires. 
shall be strung less than eighteen feet above the ground. 


5. The Company shall have the right to install and Right to install 
operate a telephone system over the territory covered from ae 
time to time by the Company’s hnes for transmission of 
electric energy. 


6. Whenever any losses, damages, or injuries sal ey ee 
be caused by the Company, its Officers, Agents, Servantsdamage. ca 
or Contractors in building, operating or maintaining works 
contemplated hereunder, to the property of any puble 
authority or of any persion, the Company shall be liable 
to make good the same, or in default thereof the Company 
may be sued, as for an ordinary tort, in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction in Newfoundland and the amount 
of such damages together with costs may be recovered 
against the Company in any such suit. 


7. If the Company finds it necessary for the efficient ppc ba gtie 
construction, maintenance and operation of its electric , 
transmission or telephone system, or for any purposes con- 
nected therewith, the Company may, with the permission 
in writing of the Governor-in-Council enter upon and 
assume possession of and appropriate for any of the pur- 


poses mentioned in this Section any lands belonging to 
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any persons or Corporations that may be necessary for 
the opening, construction, maintenance or operation of all 
cr any of its works or for the erection of any buildings 
requisite for maintaining or operating the same, and may 
enter upon and remove therefrom any houses or buildings 
and other obstructions which may be upon such land, sub- 
ject to its first paying compensation as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


8. For the purpose of ascertaining the damage that 
may be occasioned to any person or Corporation whose 
interest in any lands or tenements may be in any way 
affected under the preceding section of this Act, the Com- 
pany shall appoint one Arbitrator, the person interested 
in the said land another, and the two Arbitrators so 
appointed shall appoint a third; and in the event of the 
person so interested in the land failing so to appoint 
an Arbitrator after seven clear days’ notice so to do, then 
the said Company may apply to the Supreme Court or a 
Judge thereof, who shall, after due notice to the said 
person interested in the land, appoint such Arbitrator, and 
the Arbitrators so appomted by the Company and the 
Court or Judge shall thereupon appoint a third Arbitra- 
tor, and if the said two Arbitrators shall refuse or neg- 
leet to appoint such third Arbitrator after seven clear 
days’ notice from the Company so to do, the Supreme 
Court or Judge thereof shall, on the application of the 
Company, appoint such third Arbitrator and the award 
of such Arbitrators, or any two of them shall be final and 
binding the parties. 


9. The Company shall within three years from the 
passing of this Act proceed with the construction of all 
works which may be necessary for the installation of 
plants for the generation of electric energy from the 
waters of North East Brook at Lawn; and shall complete 
the said works and put the same into operation within 
five years from the passing of this Act; provided that if 
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the Company shall not have proceeded with the construc- 
tion of the said works within three years from the passing 
of this Act, or shall not have completed the said works 
within five years from the passing of this Act, all rights, 
powers, privileges and advantages granted to the Com- 
pany by this Act shall cease and determine. In like manner 
the Company shall if it shall be granted any water power 
at Main Brook, Marystown, or Garnish Brook, Garnish, 
proceed within three years from the making of such grant 
with the installation of plants for the generation of elec- 
tric energy from such power and shall complete: the 
said works and put the same into operation within five 
years from such ‘erant, otherwise such grant shall become 
void,

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the approval of the Minister, changes the basis 
of computing the net income from the fiscal 
year to Calendar year, the net income shall 
be computed on the basis of such period for 
which separate return is made, and the tax 
shall be paid thereon at the rate for the Cal- 
endar year in which such period is included; 
and the exemptions allowed in this Act shall 
be reduced respectively to amounts which bear 
the same ratio to the full exemptions provided 
for as the number of months in such pericd 
bears to twelve months. 


Every partnership shall make a return for 
each taxable year, stating specifically the items 
of its gross Income and the deductions allowed 
by this Act and shall include in the return the 
names and addresses of the individuals who 
would be entitled to share in the net income, 
and the amount of the distributive shares of 
each individual. The return shall be sworn to 
by one of the partners. 


A person who, after the first day of January, 
1929, has reduced his income by the transfer 
or Assignment of any real or personal, movab!e 
or immovable property, to such person’s wife
